The English Cotton Trade Gloomy Prospects.

The Jollowing interesting ard important wurticle is
from a recent number of the Lordon 7imes :

While Lancashire s emed to be oscillating between
reviviag trade and returning famioe, and while the pub-
iic 18 reapning with deep apxiety the prospects of the
ensuing winter, we can place before the country an
exact and particular account of the progress mad. dur-
ing the last two years to that copsummation whi h is
to render cottou famines impoesible for the future. It
{s known that we have proclaimed our necesities to the
whole world, and have sounded our demaud for éotton
in every quarter of the globe. In ali our own colonies
the production and export of this precious material
bave been eccunraged by authority; in all foreign
parts we have applied the stimulous of high prices to
increase the supply. This extraordinary demand hos !
now been maintained for two - years, indeed the Am:ri-
can blo kade has actually existed longer than that, and
could have been snticipated with certainty for some
time before.

HESULDS.

As one folerably familiar with movements here, and
some of the causes thercof, I most respectfully demar to
the as:umptions above set forth.

expeetation. With the whole world for sellers, and |
England for a buyer, the market ought to show some
promisicg feature. [o a certain extent, indeed, this
confidence would be justified, but we doubt whether the
predomirant feeling will not be one of disappoint-
ment.

We shall present the truth to the pablic by stating
the exact figures of our whole cotton import for the
first six months of the present and two preceding years
In 1561 the American supply had, for the two qaar-
ters in question, been partially affected. 'I'he blockude
wig in toree towards the latter part of the period, but
then the exports had bcen pushed eagerly forward io
the kezioning of the year under a conviction of the
crisis impending. In those six meaths, then, commen-
cing with Jannary and ending with Jure, 18C1, the raw
cotton imported inte the United Kingdom reiched the
amount of 6857857 ewt. Of thes:, 5874435 come
from the United States of America—leeving 953,422
to be supplied from other quarters. Of this remainder,
again, India sent 695,542—s0 that only 258 450 had
to be carried tothe account of the world at large.—
The balauce, too, can be reduced still further. As
Egypt contribated 206,915 ewt., and Brazil 52,525
making together 208 450t follows that the miscella-
neous or ecattered imports from'all parts of the world,
wxcept those named, produced but a total of 29 400.—
This analysis of the acceunt before us will supply some
very converient standurds of comparison. In contrast-
ing the yeara 1852 and 1843 saccessively with 1861,
we have only te look first to the total imports, next to
those from America, then to those from India, then to
those from Drazil and Egypt, aud, fiaally, to the bal-
ance remaining, which will show what has been dene
for vs by the world in general.

In 1862, the total drops down from nearly 7,000,000,
as jast stated, to little more than a million and a half—
in lact, from 6,857,857 te 1,652,733 'The decline io
the American contribution explains this at once, being
nothing less thau a fail from 5874345 to 379288
[owever, this was simply what wus to be expected; let
us see how fur and from what quarters the deficiency
has been met.  India, insiead ot eending 695532 ewt.,
1,001,427 ; Drazil and Keypt together, instead of sznd-
‘ng 258450, sent 471,764, Of the whole balanee,
theretore, of 1,615,445 cwt., remaininz to bz made up
from other than American sources, the miscellaneous
ports ports of the world contributed but 1-i2,254, even
in 1862—India, Kgypt and Brezil providioz all the
rest.  T'his year the account exhibits similar features.
The total imports have increased {0 an slmost womi-
nal amount—@ 86G6.  The world, therefore, has up-
wards of 2,000,600 cwt. to sapply ; and of these, India
furnishes 1,204,833; avd Brazil and Egypt, between
them, 565,763, It results that our miscellaneous sup
plies amount in the aggregate to 357,373.

We censider this somewhat discouraging ; becans: it
shows how little at present the whole world stands for.
It is not that the miscellaneous contributions have not
actually increased, tor they have in fact been maultiplied
above teslold—rising from less than 30,000 to upwards
300,000. Bat the thing comes to nothiug when it is
done. The whole sweep of our drag net does not bring
in 88 much 8s we get from the single land of Egypt ;
and this is the more remarkable from the astonishing
area included. It seems perfectly true that cotton will
grow almost anywhere. Iliven in 1861, when our reli-
ance was still upon America, we imported the material
from as many us thirty different countries. ‘I'he next
year eleven new sources were added, and eixteen more
the year after that. At this minute we import raw cot
from sixty diff-rent (uartera, and yet, after all, our
gross supply is scarcely swelled by this maltitade of
contributions. It is etill apon ene or two chief sources
that we depend. If anything were to interfere with the
Indian or Egyptian exports, we should have another
fall. Tz “scatterings” go far next to nothing.

Nor do we see any indicatiou of inaterial change.—
The increase in the India export has been considerable
and steady, no doubt, but not large enough to put us
at our ease. Bombay, the chief soarce of this supply,
bas rather fallen cff this year. Its exports rose trom
656,691 ewt. in 1831,t0 547,450 in 1862, but declined
to 834,200 in 1863. On the other hand, Bepgal hus
gprung up from some 5,000 to more than 150,000, and
Singapore now first appears as a humble coutribator.
We observe, too, with much ioterest, that China, which
sent nothipg in 1561, aad cnly 113 cwt. in 1862, has
sent us 110,409 cwt. in the first six moantbs ¢f the
preseat year. But there are certain items in the ac
count which reqaires a good deal of explamation. I'ke
exports from the Babamas represent, of course, not home
produce, but cotton which had fouod its way there
from the Coafederate States, aud other conuibuticus
proba by partake of the same character. Still it is clear
that we get but driblets of this supply. The blockade
of,the Soathern ports is cffcctive; cotton is kept at
home; and Lancashire, not witkstandiog all car dilorts,
prastrate in conse«jaence. ;
We do pot pretend to say that any evideace at inis
early period of the experiment can be coosidered conclu
sive. Possibly another year may yield a very diflerent
return, bat we do not well see where to look for the
improvement. It must be a work of time, and the qaes-
tion is whether even time will de it, for it is price, atter
all, which will determine the result. Wilil India or
K.gypt, or any other country, or countries together, send
us not only suflicient eotton,;but cotton at 6d a pouna?

If so, then the trade of Laneashire will revive sgain ;
but if the raw material i8 only to be bought at twice
that figure, then we can never find custemers for our
manufactured article as before.  'We have hitherto been
underselling the whole world in cotton stufls, so that our
goods found purchasers in every quarter of the globe,
and thus onr cotton trade was created. 1t has beea sus
pended because cotton becomes dear, and it can never
be restored until cojton became chiap. We have [air
gtores of the material still, but our manufacturers are
afraid to work it up at the present price. That is the
history of the case, and we fear its aspect is not much
inaproved by the returns before us. liven dear cotton
does not reach uz except in driblets, whereas it is only
cheap cotton in abundance that will set the mills of Lan-
cashire at work again. :

Ridge, with its steep sides, on our front, no Generul
can ask a more desirable place of defence than that
which is now held by this army.

If the enemy have: succeeded in provisioning them-
selves for the winter, it is only what they would have
done, nunder any other circumstances, somewhers (lse—
perhaps not 8o favorable to us—and this fact will, in
no wise, interfere with tbe general battle which is even-
tually to decide the strength of the two armies, and
probably, the issue of the war. Itis a qu:stion of fight-
ing, and not of eating, with which we have to countend,
and a winter’s idiencss in one place or another has lil-
tle to do with the solution of the problem wlile the two
armies confront each other intact.

I trust these observations may have the eflect design-
ed—namely, to restore public contidence, to cheer the
hopes of anxijus thousands, and to controvert perpi-
cious theories, whos2 tendency i3 to foster the gloomiest
appreheusious and dizcourage the patriotic efforta of the
people.

Mayer Anselm died in 1812, without having the su-
preme eatislaction of hearing bis bonesty extolled by
kings and princes. Heé lelt five sons, who succceded
him in the banking and money lending business, and
who, conscious of their social value, dropped the name
of Anselm, and adopted the higher sounding one of
Rothschild, taken from the sign-board of the paternal
house. On bis death bed their father had taken a
solemn oath from all of them to held his four millions
well together, and they have faithfully kept the injanc-
tion. Bat the old city of Frankfort cleaaly was too
narrow a realm for the fruitful sowing of four millions ;
and, in counscquence, the five were determined after a
while to extend their sphere of operations by establish-
ing braoch bauks at the chief citics of Europe The
e¢ldest son, Avselm, born 1773, remained at Frankfort ;
the second, Solomon, born in 1774, settled at Vienna ;
the third, Nathan, born in 1777, went to L.ondon ; the
fourth, Charlss, the infant terrible’of the fauily, estab-
blished himself in the soft climate ot Naples; and the
fifth and youngest, James, born 1792, took up his resi-
dence at Paris.

Strictly united, the wealth and power of the five
Rothschilds wos vested in the eldest born ; neverthe-
less, the shrewdest of the soos of Mayer Apselm, and
the heir of bis genius, Nathan, the third son, soon took
the reins of government into bis own hands. By his
faith in Wellington and the fiesh and muscle of DBritish
soldiers, "he nearly doubled the fortune of the family,
gaining more than a miilion sterling by the sole batule
of Waterloo, the news of which he carried to England
two duys earlier than the mail. The weight of the
solid millions graduoally transferred the ascendancy in
the fomily from Germany to Kngland, miking London
the metropolis of the reigoirg dynasty of Rothschild.
Like the royal tamilies of Karope, the members of the
house of Rothachild only intermarry with each other.—
James Rothschild married the daughter of his brother
Solomon ; his son Kdmor, beir apparent of the French
